Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant's 
claims 1 - 3, 5 - 8, 10 - 15 and 17-26 are allowable, because prior art does not teach: 

(claims 1, 18) a flexural rigidity of the reinforcing member being greater than the 
flexural rigidity of the semiconductor element. 

(claim 10) dividing the reinforcing plate with a dicing width smaller than a dicing 
width of the semiconductor; and 

(11, 13, 15) shaving the back surface of a wafer while a sheet is attached to the 
electrode-formed surface of the wafer. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
